American Flax—Linum usitatissimum. A quick annual from seed, the 
blue flowers continuing for many weeks. Stalks used for linen. 


Prickly Poppy—Argemone grandiflora. Sow seed in late fall or in 
early spring for quick bloom. The large white flowers blossom for 
3 or 4 months. Attractive glaucous foliage, interesting seed pods. 


Fringed Rue—Ruta chalapensis. This herb sells on sight because 
of its outstanding filigree foliage. A new import from abroad. 


Spanish Rue—R. montana. The lovely blue-green foliage is always 
admired. This is a compact sub-shrub suitable for hedges. 


A tender perennial which blooms a few 
weeks after sowing and continues in bloom until frost. Very showy. 


Rose-scented Sage—S. dorisii. A tender perennial with huge, pubescent 
leaves which smell strongly of attar-of-roses. This makes a beautiful 
pot-plant with its large rose-colored flowers and very sweet scent. 


Spanish Sage—S. hispanica. A quick annual with blue flowers and of 
-easy culture. A fine companion-piece for the red sage. 


Velvet Sage—S. leucantha. A tender perennial with large, fuzzy leaves 
and gorgeous deep-violet flowers which have the thick pile of velvet. 
This blooms here, in all its spectacular glory, in midsummer through 
autumn, and continues in winter when potted. 


Salvia greggii. Sometimes called Autumn Sage but here it blooms from 
spring until late fall, and indoors in a pot. The brilliant rose flowers 
are attractive and the evergreen, shiny foliage has a fruity, invigorat- 
ing aroma. This sage blooms about 3 months after sowing seed. 


We regret not being able to give full description of all herbs listed 
because our list has grown so long and will continue to do so. We are 
still able to supply the last catalogue, with descriptions, for 20c each, if 
you do not already have one of these for reference. The book HERBS 
DESCRIBED can not be too strongly recommended as a “‘Short-course” 
in herbs. 


We have added another display garden here which should delight 
visitors. It is botanical in scope, and designed within a walled en- 
closure. Our ante-bellum plantation home is open to garden visitors 
most of the year. All who come to Plantation Gardens receive a cordial 
welcome. 


Location of nursery. We are about ten miles south of Lynchburg just 
off of highway 29. From the north take 29 south until, on the left, 
Marble Lake roadsign indicates our road, on the right, is next and where 
you turn off on state road 622; proceed for about 1% miles to our 
entrance sign. From the south take 29 north and after passing Virginia 
Inn (about 3 miles) take the third road on the left hand side of 29. 
Look for our roadsigns on 29 and at the entrance to our plantation. 
From the east if you drive through Appomattox, take 622 out of 
Rustburg (near railroad station) but otherwise motorists should pay no 
attention to our mailing address.
